Along the landscapes and Mohican River, history is alive. 
Go back in time and enjoy the scenery of where Johnny 
Appleseed made history. Transport back in time where 
people would “dress up” to enjoy a movie, play or concert, 
Marvel at the architecture that still exists today in such 
timeless settings. 


Loudonville and Perrysville both hold historical 
importance to the state of Ohio. Learn about the history of 
how Loudonville was home to the Flxible Bus & Side Car 
Company and famous inventor Charles Kettering. Check 
out interactive displays explaining the days from long ago at 
the local museum. 


Enjoy the history of the river and its importance to how 
farmers utilized natural resources to keep the area going. 
Take a drive down Wally Road and see why the former 
Walhonding Valley Railroad became known as one of the 
most beautiful train rides in Ohio. Walk in history and 
see a working mill in action. Without the mill, the farmers 
could not make and sell flour needed to survive. 
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Taking advantage of the outdoors and challenging the 
body is a Mohican-Loudonville tradition. Individual 
and family sporting events are available throughout the 
spring and summer. There are marathons, 50k, and 100 
mile treks on foot and on mountain bikes that take the 
athletes across rivers, streams, hills and several counties. 
These races welcome spectators and athletes of all levels 
to join in on the fun. Events start in April and run 
through October. 


For more than 25 years, The Mohican Trail 100 in June 
has offered runners a place to stretch their legs. Options 
for this race include 100 miles, 50 miles or Ohios only 
off-road Marathon. The 100 mile race is the fifth oldest 
ultra-run in the world and home of the first ever USATF 
National Championship in 2005. The race is held entirely 
along pristine trails in the 5,000 acre Mohican-Memorial 
State Forest and the 32 hour time limit offers even fast 
walkers enough time to complete the marathon distance. 


The Forget the Personal Record Run, more commonly 
know as the Forget the PR Run begins the sporting event 
season in Mohican. This event also raises money for local 
non-profits. Fun, run and Mohican go hand-in-hand in 
this race as participants are given swag, including belt 
buckles and special packets. Race lengths include 50k, 
25k, and 13.1 miles.

The Mohican Mountain Bike 100, a 100 mile and 100k 
race, is one of the most popular ultra-events in the US and 
is an official stop along the National Ultra Endurance Race 
Series. The race begins in downtown Loudonville with 
participants passing through four counties along a single 
loop with a total elevation gain of more than 1 1,000 feet. 
Racers go toe to toe with top pros on this legendary ultra- 
endurance loop in Northeastern Ohio. 

In 2014, SingleTracks.com ranked Mohicans Mountain 
Bike Trails as one of “The Top Mountain Bike Trails in the 
United States of America” and the trails also rank in the 
top 50 of “The Best Mountain Bike Trails in the World!” 


The Great Mohican Races Triathlon & Family Races is a 
great opportunity to get the family all together one last 
time before the kids go back to school! The races will start 
and end in the park next to the beach which will offer 
spectators and athletes alike beautiful scenery of Pleasant 
Hill Lake surrounded by forest covered rolling hills. This 
is a great event for first time duathletes, triathletes and 
runners as well as seasoned veterans. The event will offer 
a Sprint Triathlon, Sprint Duathlon, 10k Run, 5k Run 
and a Kids FUN Run. 

In October, the Loudonville-Mohican Chamber of 
Commerce hosts The Mohican 5k Run/Walk. This 3.1 
mile begins and end along the bike path of Wally Road. 
The Mohican 5k Run/Walk benefits the Loudonville- 
Mohican bike path with proceeds helping to maintain 
the areas bike path. A fun event for all.

Mohican-Loudonville is not named the 
Camping &: Canoe Capital of Ohio for 
no reason at all. In addition to the 4,500 
campsites, Mohican-Loudonville began 
its canoe livery business in 1961 with the 
vision of Dick Frye. It was Frye’s vision of 
opening the first commercial canoe livery 
in Loudonville, Ohio. Since the beginning, 
canoeing remains the most popular activity 
in the area. 

It is in thanks to the state and local 
government, citizens and businesses of 
Mohican-Loudonville that over 32 miles 
of the Mohican River was designated and 
officially known as the Mohican State Scenic 
River in December 2006. The lower section of 
the Clear Fork and Mohican is made up of a 
forested valley where the clean water provides 
habitats for all kinds of plants and flowers.

To paddle or float down this river is floating 
on history-literally. As the river winds 
through Holmes to Knox County the water 
enthusiast is crossing the Greenville Treaty 
line of 1795. This is where the United States 
and Native American tribes established lands 
south of the treaty line that were open to 
settlers, while the north remained with the 
Native Americans.

Hie Mohican Malabar Bike Club is responsible for 
maintaining these popular trails that traverse much 
of the 5,000 acres of the Mohican State Park and 
Memorial Forest. The 24 mile Mohican Mountain 
Bike Trail is one of Ohio’s best, offering cyclists a 
mostly singletrack loop that includes over 2,500 
feet of climbing. Known for its flowing singletrack, 
extended climbs, and exhilarating downhills, this 
trail has something for everyone. Trail highlights 
include views of Hickory Ridge, Clear Fork Gorge, 
The Covered Bridge, including cool sections 
through a pine forest. 


There are numerous benefits to this family friendly 
outdoor activity that offers visitors an opportunity to 
explore scenic Mohican along well marked trails that 
will refresh your mind and renew your spirit.

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On Horseback 


The hills of Mohican offers the perfect scenery to 
take a ride on your favorite horse. Thanks to the efforts 
of several organizations, including the Ashland County 
Ohio Horsemans Council, Muskingum Watershed 
Conservancy District, Mohican and Malabar Farm State 
Parks and Mohican-Memorial State Forest the bridle 
trails are now open and joined together. That is over 
80 miles of trails to explore! 

There are many opportunities to bring the horses on the 
next trip to Mohican-Loudonville. Cabins, campground 
and rental homes are available with stables and horse 
friendly locations within a short distance to the bridle trails. 

Before hitching up the trailer, planning is key. When 
staying overnight, always call ahead and make a 
reservation. Make sure to bring all the tack, clothes, extra 
boots, food, etc. needed. Do not forget to tell someone 
where and when the ride will take place. Need a trail map ? 
No problem. Detailed trail maps are $2 each and available 
at the Mohican-Loudonville Visitors Bureau and other 
participating locations. 


If trail rides are more in line, those are also available. Trails 
run the woods where anyone can enjoy nature at its finest. 
Rides are typically one hour in length and still allows time 
for other activities in the area. The rides are by appointment 
only and take a credit card deposit. Calling ahead is always 
a good idea and weather permitting, open all year.
